RULE FOR PRUNING SHRUBS 



Operation Should Ba Perfermed After

year, but for the Inexperienced ama- 
teur It la wise to follow this safe rule

In practice Is the same as the rule 
commonly given, viz.. to prune spring 
flowering shrubs In the early sum- 
oier, and the late flowering kinds, like 
the hydrangea. In the winter. 

Pruning Is done for three definite 
objects: PIrat, to keep the buahea In 
proper ahape; aacondly, to keep them 
withta bovada: thirdly, la 



.■liat they are eager for Instruction. 

DiisReidnrf baa conceived a plan
